Gene Batson, 20-year-old 
flyer and a junior in the school of 
mechanical engineering at Georgia 
Tech, plunged to his death at 5:30 
' o'clock yesterday afternoon from a 
falling airplane in which he had been 
stunting. His parachute failed to 
open in time. 

He struck face downward in a 
plowed field on the farm of J. W. 
Askew, three miles south of College 
Park. The body was buried a foot 
and a half in the field by the ter- 
rific force of the impact. The plane 
erashed about 100 feet away and was 
demolished. 

Eye-witnesses expressed the belief 
that Batson waited too long to leap 
from the plane. Although equipped 
with a parachute, he did not leap, 
’ they said, 
150 feet of the ground.

. Troops of the nerthern army march- 

ing on the capital already hold im- 
portant towns on the Dessye-Addis 
Ababa road. 

At the same time an unconfirmed 
rumor in Rome was that King Victor 
Emmanitiel would eventually be named 
emperor of Ethiopia as a tribute to 
the support of the royal house of 
Savoy has given the fascist war. 

A battle is now under way on the 
southern front between defending 


Ethiopians led by Ras Nasibu, estimat- 
ed to tumber 45,000, and Italian 
troops mnder the personal leadership 
of Génétal Rodolfo Graziani. The out- 
come is regariled as criicial, since Sasa 
Baneh blocks the way to Harar. 

The daily war communique announe- 
ed an Eritrean column had taken Uor- 
ra Ilu, 60 kilometers (38 miles) south 
of Dessye'on the road to the capital. 
This was interpreted to mean the ad- 
vance guard is many miles ahead. 

Important Center. 

The occupation of Uorra Ilu prob- 
ably took place yesterday, ‘so the Bri- 
trean column itself also may be some 
distance to the fore.

NEW YORK, April 244.—(7)— 
American industry has discovered that 
the same old bologna wrapped in a 
package designed by an artist and an 
engineer sells twice as fast. 

“The old bologna,” of course, is a 
generic term for any commodity and 
covers everything from locomotives to 
lipsticke. 

Importance of the packaging indus- 
try is indicated in a survey by D. E. 
A. Charlton, editor of the magazine, 
Modern Packaging, which disclosed a 
10 per cent increase during 1935 in 
the total business of the entire in- 
dustry to an estimated $4,400,000,000, 
close to the best year on record. 
Railroads dramatized their sales 
talks by doing. up their locomotives in 
a etreamlined package... Although both 
the artist and the engineer collaborat- 
ed, the influence of the artist is more 
evident. Automobile manufacturers 
followed suit. 

Liquor manufacturers did the same 
thing. One maker of beer and another 
producer of whisky decided their prod- 
ucts were better than others on the 
market. The only way they could 
tell the public, aside from actual 
words, was by designing a new pack- 
age which actually made the products 
look better. Sales increased. 
Long ago the manufacturers of 
things for the kitchen hired high- 
priced og to make pots and pans 
and such like something turned 
out by Leonard Da Vinci.

SAVANT IS CONDUCTING. 
BREAST CANCER PROBE 


‘Anti-Harmones’ Cause of 
Disease in Women, French 

Scientist Avers. | 
CHICAGO, April 24.—(#)—Science 


is probing a new channel in reasearch 
aimed at preventing breast cancer in 
women, Dr. Antoine Lacassagne, as- 
sistant biological director of the Curie 
Institute of the University of Paris, 
said during a recent visit to Chicago. 

The key to the problem, he said, 
may be hormones and the negative 
substances there is evidence to show 
they all possess, which have been 
termed anti-hormones. 

Experiments on scientifically bred 
mice at the institute indicated that 
breast cancer was hereditary in the 
subjects and that the disease could be 
caused—even in moles—by the hor- 
mone, oestrone, which is responsible 
for the development of the breast, the 
French savant said. 

“There is reason to hope that con- 
tinued research will point to certain 
types of antagonistic hormones being 
used in women with a strong cancerous 
strain and that such treatment would 
so regulate the disturbed hormone 
equilibrium as to prevent the appear- 
ance of breast cancer,”’ he added. 

The great importance of this field 
was indicated, he said, by the fact 
that cancer is second in causes of 
death among European women and 
that breast cancer leads all other 
forms in female victims. 

Anti-hormones are being intensively 
studied in laboratories over the world 
at the present time. 

“Science,” said ‘the visiting biolo- 
gist “must know more about them be- 
fore success can be claimed in’ using 
them im cancer prevention. 

“But the most hopeful side of the 
cancer problem is prevéntion. All our 
research work points to that,” he 
added. 

The French .scientist who has been 
studying hormonal strains in hun- 
dreds of mice, is speaking at a num- 
ber of the leading American univer- 
sities on his findings during his cur- 
rent tour of America.

expenditures for public health in 
Georgia is urged. : 

Citing that the state is spending 
$6 per capita for roads and from 
$1 to $2 per capita for education. 
but only three cents per capita 
for health, Dr. Abercrombie asks: 
“Should we not spend more than 
that for health, so that our people 
can better enjoy the roads and be 
in better physical condition to take 
advantage of the educational oppor- 
tunities offered?” 

The remarkable results that have 
been secured in the state by the 
expenditure of the meager support 
given the department of health in 
the past strikingly emphasizes the 
wisdom of more liberal appropria- 
ticns to this important agency of 
the state government. 

Instead of being increased, the 
support of the department has been 
steadily reduced and the splendid 
record that has been made during 
the last two or three years by’ Dr.

Severe indictment of educational 
institutions which permit instruc-

The threat of dictatorship is a lit- 
tle more real now than it was six 
months ago, but it isn’t-Moscow that 
threatens us: it is Rome‘and Berlin.

“The days of the last Ethiopian 
army are numbered. The final battle 
of the war against Ras Nasibu’s 
forces, estimated at about 40,000 men, 
may now be in course along defensive 
lines at Sasa Baneh.”’ 

He described the tactics of Gen- 
eral Rodolfo Graziani, southern com- 
mander, as aimed at encircling the 
enemy and predicted lines of defense 
created by the Turkish general, Wa- 
hib Pasha, would soon be nullified. 

Italian reports claimed there was 
dissension in the Ethiopian govern- 
ment over whether to resist the in- 
vaders or to surrender. 

One dispatch said a Belgian mili- 
tary officer arriving at Djibouti from 

ddis Ababa asserted the Ethiopians 
had decided to send a commission 
bearing a white flag and keys to 
the city to meet the Italians.

TRIBESMEN RETURN 
TO SELASSIE’S FOLD 

ADDIS ABABA, April 24—(4)— 
Galla tribesmen, previously reported 
allied with the Italians, are aiding 
Ethiopian warriors in guerilla raids 
on fascist colur’~s, the government 
claimed tonight. 

An Ethiopian spokesman asserted 
Emperor Haile Selassie has regained 
control of all territory outside the 
Italian lines after reassembling his 
scattered forces south of Dessye. 

The Italians were reported to have 
sent runners with faked photographs 


—— 
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showing the body of the dead king 
of kings. The Galla chieftains to 
whom the photograph was display- 
ed later learned the Negus was still 
alive, the government asserted, and 
many of them, armed by the fascists, 
returned to the side of Ethiopia. 

Official denial was made of re- 
ports of mutiny in the northern sec- 
tor although it was admitted a chaotic 
situation arose during the headlong 
advance of the Italian armies when 
the emperor’s troops were thrown into 
a disorderly retreat. 

Then, the government claimed, the 
Gallas attacked the fleeing defenders 
but have since rejoined the imperial 
forces. 

The Ethiopian foreign office scof- 
fed at reports from Paris that a peace 
plan had been advanced. 

“The Ethiopian ition has al- 
ready been defined by the Ethiopian 
delegates to *he League of Nations,” 
a spokesman said. . “We have given 
no instructions for peace at Paris or 
elsewhere.”’ 

After a denial that the government 
would leave Addis Ababa, the foreign 
office asserted it has not been decided 
whether to move into the interior. 

Many possible new capital sites 
may be found to the west and a most 
rapid transfer of the seat of authority 
could be made along the excellent 
Jimma road to Jiran or on the fairly 
constructed highway northwest to the 
hot springs at Ambo. 

An Italian tri-motored plane flew

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Oil Millionaire Leaves Fortune 


Of $2,500,000 to Poor and Needy 


PITTSBURGH, April 24.—(4)—A 
fortune of more than $2,500,000, earn- 
ed by Addis H. Gibson, a farm boy 
who struggled through poverty to 
wealth and success in the oil industry, 
goes to the poor and needy under the 
terms of his will. 

Gibson was born 75 ,ears ago, the 
son of a storekeeper at Elderton, Pa. 

He died a week ago in Tulsa, Okla., 
a millionaire and the head of a half 
dozen oil companies. : 

Today his will was filed for pro- 
bate. It 3 peep the bulk of his 
estate should be used to procure medi- 
cal aid for the impoverished sick and 
to help deserving young men obtain 
a college education. 

Gibson directed the estate be set 
up as a trust fund to be known as 
the Addison H. Gibson foundation. He 
designated trustees to carry out his 
wishes. 

The oil man, a bachelor, set aside 
approximately $190,000. for relatives 
and friends. All the remainder of the 
estate, valued at $2,500,000, goes to 
charity. . 

Regarding the administration Gib- 
son wrote: 


“I desire and direct thut the in- 
come from one-half of said trust shall 
be used as my trustees shall see fit, 
to procure medical aid or hospital 
facilities for poor and needy persons. 
It is my primary desire that such 
assistance be given directly to such 
persons but I do not forbid such 
trustees from donating said income 
directly to such hospitals or other in- 
stitutions furnishing such aid as they 
shall select and designate.” 

He pene preference the money 
should nefit persons ere in 
western Pennsylvania, but added: 

“I do not limit my trustees to such 
persons, however.” 

Of the other half of the trust, he 
stipulated: 

“I want them (the trustees) to 
make loans to worthy young men de- 
siring to obtain a yy education, 
but without sufficient funds or re- 
sources to do so. I want them to 
select the individuals to be given this 
assistance.”

5 Although welcoming independence 
under any condition, no matter how 
bad the bill is,” Senator Luis Munoz- 
Marin, spokesman here for the Puerto 
Rican liberal“party, sharply attacked 
omission of preferential trade provi- 
sions during the proposed four-year 
rae 8 period, from the bill intro- 
duced by Senator Tydings, democrat, 
of Maryland. 

_ “The conditions imposed by the Tyd- 
ings bill,” Munoz-Marin added, “ap- 
pear to have been made with the in- 
tention of making the people of Puer- 
to Rico chose between independence 
with ruin and starvation, or a con- 
tinuation of the present unacceptable 
colonial status.” | 

E. Mont Reily, former governor of 
Puerto Rico, called the Tydings bill 
outrageous.” It “threatens to undo 
38 years of Americanism,” he said, 
adding that Puerto Rico would be 
much happier” but for congress. 

“Tf it should pass,” he said, “1 
will return to the island and take 
the stump against independence. The 
whole issue was.made by native poli- 
ticilans. If Puerto Rico should become 
independent, it would be another Cuba, 
with misrule and violence,” 

Santiago Iglesias, Puerto Rican resi- 
dent commissioner, declined to com- 
ment on the measure, introduced yes- 
terday by Tydings as chairman of 
the senate committee on territories 
and insular possessions. Governor 
Blanton Winship, of Puerto Rico, also 
in Washington, said only that “every- 
body seems to be surprised” by the 
proposal, ’ 

Munoz-Marin, after making public 
a cablegram from Senator Antonio R. 
Barcelo, president of the Puerto Ri- 
can liberal party, demanding “inde- 
pendence if we starve,” disputed Tyd- 
ings assertion that the island was 
“ungrateful” for American rule. 

Insisting independence should be ac- 
‘companied by mutual trade benefits, 
Munoz-Marin said application of the 
tariff would keep out Puerto Rican 
Sugar and make the island so poor it 
tg no longer buy American prod- 
ucts. 

The bill would reserve to the Unit- 
ed States the island of Culebra, where 
the navy has a base. 


PUERTO RICAN LEADER 
DENOUNCES MEASURE 

SAN JUAN, P. R., April 24.—(4) 
Introduction in Washington of a bill 
providing a plebiscite on independ- 
ence for Puerto Rico astounded most 
islanders today and caused sudden ad- 
journment of the insular legislature.

TOWNSEND WITNESS

WASHINGTON, April 24.—(4)—

Figures Prove Pedestrians 
Who Break Rules Raise 
F atality Rate. 


If grownup jaywalkers could be sen- 
tenced to five days’ instruction in a 
baby walker, in plain sight of every- 
body on the streets, no doubt it would 
change trian habits overnight. 
Jaywalking is the lowest form of dan- 
gerous practice—one which causes 
many pedestrians to be killed each 
year and thousands injured. cast 
year there were 4,500 pedestrians who 
were killed while crossing the street 
in the middle of the block. 

When pedestrians in cities cross 
against signals and in the middle of 
the block they indulge in practices 
that are extraordinarily dangerous. 
Just take the experience at’ intersec- 
tions as an example. The rate of 
death per pedestrian accident involv- 
ing crossing against signals, accord- 
ing to the Travelers Insurance Com- 
pany, was 55 per cent worse last year 
than when crossing with signals. This 
single fact knocks into a cocked hat 
the theory that it is foolish for a 
pedestrian to wait at an intersection 
for the signal to flash “Go.” 

Chances of Fatality. 

Jaywalkers are asked to pay heed to 
the fact that the chance of injuries 
proving fatal, when hit while crossing 
in the middle of the block, is twice 
as great as crossing against signals, 
and three times as great as when 
crossing at the intersection with the 
“Go” signal. 

And the peeuliar part of it all is 
that a driver will rave and rant when 
pedestrians disobey traffic rules and 
get in his way and then that same 
driver will get out of his car and 
break all the rules in the book while 
walking two or three blocks from his 
parked car. 

If such a driver’s record were kept 
it would probably be found that he 
breaks traffic laws while driving also. 
It is just a case of being fair, cour- 
teous and sane, whether driving or 


walking.

HIROHITO TO LEAD

GUATEMALA, U. S. 
SIGN TRADE PACT 


Both Countries Expected To 
Benefit Under Agree- 
ment. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—(#)— 


Extending its reciprocal trade program 
to a twelfth country, the United 
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States today entered into a commer- 
cial agreement with Guatemala pro- 
viding for mutual tariff concessions. 


The instrument was signed at 


| Guatemala City by representative of 


both governments to become effective 
30 days after it is formally proclaim- 
ed by their respective presidents, Its 
details were not made public imme- 
diately. 

Regarded as likely to be affected, 
however, were textiles, iron and steel 
manufacture, wheat, flour, lard and 
agricultural and industrial machinery, 
the chief items sold by this country 
to the central American republic, and 
coffee, bananas, coconuts, chicle and 
woods, “which comprise the bulk of 
American purchases from Guatemala. 

A State Department announcement 
said the agreement should result in 
amp expansion of trade between the 
two countries, which has undergone a 
substantial decline since 1930.

Paul D. Shriver, state WPA di- 
rector, said he had “heard of no in- 
stances of workers getting only 10 
cents an hour.” ,

John S. McCarrens, of the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, was elected to the 
board of. directors to fill a vacancy 
caused by the retirement of Charles 
Webb, of the Asheville (N. C.) Citi- 
zen-Times.

E. H. Butler, Buffalo, N. Y., Eve- 
ning News; W. G. Chandler, Scripps-

SOLDIER ARRESTED

Fort Bragg Private Held in 
Death of Wife, Another 


Woman. 


FAYETTEVILLE, N. C., April 24. 
(P)—Grover Pritchette, 44-year-old 
Fort Bragg private, was held in jail 
here tonight after hacking Miss Ruth 
Fuquay, 18, of Coats, ‘to death with 
an ax, and fatally wounding his wife 
with the same weapon. 

Pritchette later attempted to slash 
himself to death with a razor blade, 
but his wounds were not serious, and 
after they were dressed at the Fort 
Bragg post hospital, he was removed 
to the county jail here.

GERMANY HINTS DELAY. 


Speakers, in Obsrervance, 
Advance Arguments for 
Property’s Return. 


BERLIN, te 24.—(P)—Germany 
celebrated “Colonial Memorial Day” 
today with speakers advancing argu- 
ments for return of the former posses- 
sions, but there were indications the 
nazi government believes the present 
ig Bot a propitious time to put forth 
its colonial demands vociferously. 
,The government a me, prefers 
to let colonial enthusiasts blow off 
steam in local meetings without mak- 
ing an open nation-wide campaign at 
present. 
_ Speeches at colonial meetings held 
in most German cities were not broad- 
cast, although the eolony question is 
close to the heart of most Germans. 
The problem of European co-opera- 


tion can best be solved by the return 


of coldhies, said Dr. Heinrich Schnee, 
former governor of German East 
Africa and president of the German 
colonial Society, who was principal 
speaker in Berlin exercises sponsored 
by the society. 

“No action is better calculated to’ 
promote good relations and peaceful 
co-operation among European nations 
than a return of colonies taken 
from us contrary to Point 5 of 
President Wilson’s 14 points,” Schnee 
added. 

“We believe for our over-populated 
country, with its dearth of raw ma- 
terials, there can be no healthy fu- 
ture developed unless we again obtain 
colonial possessions.” 

Further impetus was given colonial 
propaganda by Privy Councillor 
George E. Schmidt, former colonial 
agricultural expert, addressing the 
same meeting. 

4 “Regaining our colonies,” he said, 
would. mean great improvement in 
the raw materials situation and with 
it our foreign exchange situation. Be- 
yond that, German trade and indus-’ 
try would boom and many Germans 
wes, directly and indirectly obtain 
work. 

Goebbels himself forecast official 
action on the colonial problem when, 
January 17, he demanded colonies in 
a speech here before 20,000 enthusias< 
tic party members. 

Less than two months later, on 
March 7, Adolf Hitler told the world, 
in declaring conditional readiness to 
re-enter the League of Nations, that 
Germany took it for granted the cos, 
lonial question would be “cleared up 
by amicable negotiation.”

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UNCLE RAY’S CORNER | 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 
From one of the older readers of our 


corner comes a letter with an interest- 
ing question. He writes: 


“Perhaps you could enlighten me on 


a question about the movement of the 
earth. It rotates once in 24 hours, at 
high speed, but when Lindbergh flew 
to Europe he was in the air about 36 
hours. In that time, the earth had 
turned one and a half times. Paris 
was moving with the earth—why did 
it take him 36 hours to get there?’ 


As the earth turns, all things move 
with it—the birds in the air as well, 
as the trees in the ground and the 
fish in the sea. It is as though we 
were on a boat. We might run about 
the deck, in any direction, but all the 
while we'd be moving with it. 


Aviators do not get beyond the 
“gravity pull” or whatever it is that 


keeps us in our place. An aviator may 
travel 200 miles an hour in an air- | 
plane, but whatever speed or motion | 
the earth has, the aviator has at the 
same time, in addition to his special 
speed and direction. 


It would be interesting ,if we could 
rise to a height beyond the reach of 
gravity, and hover there until the 
earth twisted to a place where we 
wanted to land. In the rotating mo- 
tion, a place on the equator moves just 
about 1,000 miles in one hour. Places 


between the equator and the poles do 
not travel so far in an hour. 

No one has found a way—so far— 
to get beyond the reach of what we 
call gravity, but high speeds are being 
made with airplanes. Some planes can 
travel hundreds of miles her hour, 
and the time may not be far distant 
when a plane will be able to keep up 
with the seeming motion of the sun. 
In other words, it may travel, west- 
ward as fast as the earth rotates east- 
ward. 

If an aviator left Labrador at noon 
of a certain day, and traveled straight 
west at a speed of 500 miles per hour, 
he would see the sun all the while 
and would reach Moscow, Russia, at 
just about noon. The trip would take 
a little more than 18 hours, This may 
seem hard to believe, but you may 
figure it out for yourself. By travel- 
ing westward at that speed, the avia- 
tor would “offset” the rotating motion 
of the earth. 

Would it be noon of the same day 


when the aviator reached Moscow? 


No, because he would have crossed 
the international date line. If he left 
on Saturday he would arrive on Sun- 
day noon.

Rest decreases the energy output 
and enables you to store more calo- 
ries. You need exercise for the stimu- 
lation of muscle tones and appetite in 
order to create a desire for more food. 
Sufficient exercise is necessary to the 
proper functioning of the system in 
either underweight or overweight, and 
rational exercise is linked with ade- 
quate rest to make a health building 
program. 

The most effective rest period for 
the underweight is before or after 
meals, and both if warranted. Com- 
lete relaxation for 10 to 20 minutes 
fore meal relieves nerve tension and 
fatigue and enables the underweight 
to enjoy food. Rest immediately fol- 
lowing the méal aids assimilation. In 
many cases, the underweight is eating 
enough food but must have rest in 
order to gain. 

This meal-time rest measure is par- 
ticularly valuable with nervous, high- 
ly strung children who come to the 
table too excited and too tired to eat. 
f you are tired out—if you go to 
bed tired and. get up tired—then try 
to preface your weight-gaining pro- 
gram with a few day#in bed. How- 
ever, as Carter. Howe and Mason

Sweets should be taken only at the 
end of the meal. Meal hours should 
be regular and approximately five 
Fruit juice or milk may 
be taken between meals as long as the 
appetite for meals is not spoiled. 

A well-balanced menu which _in- 
cludes whole-grain cereals, fresh fruit 
and green leafy vegetables will supply 
vitamins and minerals and ward 
against constipation. 

Not to be overlooked are the hy- 
genic causes of poor appetite: Insuf- 
ficient fresh air and outdoor activity, 
lack of sunshine and insufficient rest 
and sleep. 

Diet, rest and exercise are the three 
measures which, in combination, will 
help you to gain in weight.

NEWSPAPERMEN FREED 
OF CONTEMPT CHARGES 


Dakota High Court Stresses 
Need for Unfettered 
Press. 


PIERRE, S: D., April 24.—(P)— 
Holding the “need for a free and un- 
fettered press is perhaps more urgent 
in this country today than ever it has 
been before,” the state supreme court 
today overturned the conviction of two 
Aberdeen newspapermen on contempt 
of court charges resulting from edi- 
torial criticism of a circuit court 
judge. : 3 

While it:reversed the lower court in 
the four-year-old case, the supreme 
court held contempt proceedings were 
“proper and entirely justifiable’ with 
sufficient authority to sustain “conclu- 
sions and judgment.” It concluded, 
however, the reversal would “best pro- 
mote the public welfare.” 

The case attracted wide attention, 
it began when the Aberdeen American 
and News published editorials in Feb- 
ruary, 1932, criticizing Judge Howard 
Babcock, of Sisseton, for what they 
termed leniency in a sentence concern- 
ing alleged graft in Brown county. 
Defendants ‘were the newspaper, the 
late J. A. Mathews, then publisher, 
and Howard O. Anderson, editor. 

Circuit Judge J. H. Bottum, of 
Faulkton, presiding in the contempt 
proceedings, fined the American N ews, 
Mathews and Anderson $200 each and 


# | sentenced the two men to 30 days each 
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in jail. He suspended the jail sen- 
tences, however, on condition “you do 
not publish in the future articles of 
condemnation or contempt of court.” 

In appealing the case, attorneys for 
the newspapermen attacked the sen- 
tences as violating constitutional] guar- 
antees of freedom of the press. They 
also charged that the condition on 
which the jail sentences were suspend- 
ed amounted to censorship.

This has been decided at a repre- 
sentative meeting held in Mansion 
house, under the chairmanship of the 
lord mayor of London. 

The monument, it has been suggest- 


ed by the archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr. Lang, should “not stand in any 
existing group but in a noble setting 
of its own.” : 


The archbishop pointed out that 
the area which contained, Westminster 
Abbey and the houses of parliament 
had n especially dear to the late 
monarch, and that, by the removal of 
a few houses, an open space could be 
secured for all time in that area as 
a “worthy setting’ for the monument. 


In the matter of a philanthropic 
program the archbishop recommended 
something which would “represent in 
some special way the late king’s con- 
stant care of the welfare of his sub- 
jects, especially of those whose lives 
are straitened and who have been de- 
nied many of the opportunities open 
4 others of a full, healthy and happy 

e.” 
Another proposal, from the lord 
mayor of Newcastle on Tyne, was that 
the scheme should take the form of 
research work of some kind to com- 
bat illness. 

The proposal of the archbishop of 
Canterbury has met with favor in the 
British press as regards clearing 
away some of the buildings in the 
Westminster area for the monument. 

“The cost,” comments the London 
Times editorially, “if. this idea were 
to find favor, need not be dragged 
from an unwilling treasury.
